S.O, 543 (E).—Whereas the Central Government, after considering the report submitted to it by the prescribed 
authority, is satisfied that the Model described in the said report is in conformity with the provisions of the Stan- 
dards of Weights and Measures Act, 1976 (60 of 1976) and the Standards of Weights and Measures (Approval of 
Models) Rules, 1987 and the said Model is likely to maintain accuracy over periods of sustained use and to render 
accurate service under varied conditions; 

Mow, therefore, hi exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (7) of section 36 of the said Act, the Central 
Government hereby publishes the certificate of approval of Model of self-indicating automatic weighing and packing 
instrument of type “Yudhisthir" series (herein referred to as the Model) manufactured by:

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is assigned the approval mark IND 09/94/66. 

The Model (see figure) is a automatic weighing and packing instrument with a maximum capacity ranging 
from 4Qg to 200 kg and minimum capacity of 25g. The vibrating conveyor feeds the product from the surge bin 
to the weighing pan which is fitted on one side of the counter weighing scale with semi self indicating dial. The 
vibrating conveyor feeds the product initially at higher rates till collection of approximately 95% of the reference 
weight which is placed in the reference pan. The movement of the pointer actuates the first sensor mounted on the 
dial and in turn the electronic controller automatically reduces the speed of vibrating feeder. When product of a 
weight equal to reference weight is collected in the weighing pan, the pointer reads zero and it also actuates the 
second sensor mounted on the dial The controller then switches the vibrating feeder off. The weighed material 
is released from the weighing pan through a solonoid operated outlet gate and can be collected in a sack or a con¬ 
tainer, The electric controller also counts the number of bags. The speed of the vibrating feeder and release time 
can be independently adjusted. The initiation of the weigh cycle and release cycle can be automatic or manual 
as per the switch setting on the control penal. The weighing system is completely enclosed and isolated from the 
feeding zone. The instrument operates on 230 volts. 50 hertz alternate current power supply. 
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
